DETAILED ACTION 

5-0 

1. Claim 49 is canceled. New claim 58 is added. Claims 2-48,20-58 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The rejections under 35 USC 1 12 5 second paragraph, have been dropped. Applicants 

have amended the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. Claims 6-1 1 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Pennington 

et al for the reasons of record. 

Applicants' remarks, the declarations and the notebook page are noted. The page from 
the record book is illegible and unreadable. Until such time as the examiner can understand what 
is on the page the rejection stands. 

Claims 12-15 remain objected as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

Observations 

4. The claims employ the term 'fiinctionalized'. Support can be found at paragraphs 10-30 
describing what applicants mean by the term. 

5. Claim 48 has been amended to recite 'inducing apoptosis in cancer cells'. Support can be 
found at paragraph 165 that teaches the compounds useful in assays. 

6. Claims 50 and 58 recite 'composition of matter'. Support can be found throughout the 
specification as applicants recite various dosage forms for the compounds.
